1 he city board oi health evidently 
lias just heard of the law 
because 
these are the fir~t claims ever pre­ 
sented under the law and it i- a 
well known fact that more than three 
people have died of the disease in the 
city '»I Kushville since the ¡aw ¡be­ 
came effective. 


1 nder the law the physicians are 
supposed to report all cases of tu 
hereulosis to tin* hoard of health. 
Another provision of the law pro­ 
vides that the board of health shal 
disintect where death occurs from 
the disease. 
The claims presentee 
to the council were for $2 each. Tin 
law makes no 
provision 
for 
the 
health board doing tin* work o n l y in 
eases where the family is not abb 
financially to do the work, but pro­ 
vides that all such houses and room? 
shall he disinfected, 
if the law i- 
to he followed out in the future tin 
city will be hit financially.

council desired to investigate.

city council does not want any fight 
with the board of health, but it was 


s t a t e d that it appeared to be a nerd 
less expenditure of money to pay the 
hoard of health for the work of dis­

Physicians all over the state ha\- 
taken a rap at tins law. 
I hev claim 
that it is badly worded and 
im­ 
perfect throughout. 
In some places 
it is held up as a joke. 
In a monthly 
bulletin, the Indiana state hoard of 
health tells what it thinks 
of

Scarcely an omnibus pension hill 
has been passed since the Democrats 
came into power that is not honey­ 
combed with mistakes which blocked 
the payment of pensions to old -ol- 
diers. 
I he.-e mistakes could 
have 
been 
avoided by the exercise of the sim­ 
plest degree of ordinary care. 
In 
some instances when the bills wer 
drafted the name of the soldier was 
mis-spelled or the 
wrong 
initials 
were 
given. 
In others 
the 
name 
was correct but an error was made 
in de.-cribing the company in which 
he served; 
and in other eases name 
and company were 
right, 
but 
the 
regiment of the soldier was wrong. 
Either error was fatal to the p a y ­ 
ment of the pension Congress had 
awarded, because the hill did not ex­ 
actly corespond with the official re­ 
cords of 
the 
pension 
office. 
The 
Commissioner was therefore unable 
legally to put the name of the sol­ 
dier on the pension roll-. 
When t!u pension olfit ials discov­ 
ered these errors they were reported 
to the invalid Pensions Committees 
of the House and Senate. 
Attempts 
were then made to correct the faulty 
laws by the passage of joint resolu­ 
tions in which the mistakes were de­ 
scribed and rectified. 
But their p a s­ 
sage was delayed 
for 
weeks 
and 
months, and even then some p t the 
corrections were inaccurate. 
Meanwhile death was thinning the 
ranks «.i the old soldiers at a rate 
estimated above forty thousand a 
year, with the result that a 
large 
percentage of the veterans in whosfc 
behalt the laws were enacted died 
without 
receiving 
the 
recognition 
which their government had declared 
was due them. 
In striking contrast to this Demo 
cratic record, the history of special 
pension legislation under Republican 
rule shows that errors of this sort 
rarelv if ever occurred.

When Health Board Presents 
3 Claims For Disinfecting. 


IS CONSIDERED 
BIG JOKE 


State Board Says II Was Passed Be- 


cause Author Had Disinfectant 


to Sell. 


The half-baked tuberculosis, act, 


as passed by the last legislature was 
brought to the attention of the city 
-council last night, for the first time 
when the city board of health pre- 
sented three claims for disinfecting 
houses where death had occurred 
from the disease. 


The city board of health evidently 


has just heard of th*e law because 
.these are the first claims ever pre- 
sented under the law and it is a 
•well known fact that more than three 
people have died of the disease in the 
city of fiushville since the law be- 
came effective. 


Under the law the physicians-are 


supposed to report all cases of tu- 
berculosis to the <board of health. 
Another provision of the law pro- 
vides that the board of health shall 
disinfect where death occurs from 
the disease. The claims presented 
to the council were for $2 each. The 
law makes no provision for ,the. 
.health board doing the work-only-in 
cases where the family is notable! 
financially to do the work, but pro- 
vides that all such houses and rooms 
shall he disinfected. 
If the law is 


to be followed out in the future the 
city will be hit financially. The bills

After resting quietly for 
about

street opening only on condition that 
it be done without cost to the city.

The ordinance regarding the trim-, 
ming of trees to a height of ten feet 
from the sidewalk was found to ap- 
ply to the street as well and as a re- 
sult a campaign may be started to 
trim the trees this distance from the 
street.
